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We have been presenting 
an annual Symposium in 
maritime history since 1973. This coming year, 
inspired by the 100th anniversary (on Dec. 15, 
2009) of the launching of the six-mast schooner 
Wyoming at the Percy & Small shipyard at Bath, 
we intend to hold a Symposium concentrating 
on the theme of the largest ships ever built. 

Ocean-going ships are, and have always been, 
the largest moveable objects built by humans. 
Their size is intimately associated with the eco- 
nomics, technology, and cultural traditions of 
their builders, owners, and mariners. Historians, archaeolo- 
gists, scholars of literature, even linguists are drawn to the 
study of these vessels. 

In the world of maritime history museums, Maine 
Maritime Museum's specialty and uniqueness is its focus on 
the history of shipbuilding, and the ships built in Maine 
shipyards. Unquestionably, in the 19th century Maine built 
more ships, and more tons of ships, than any other state. 
Many times in the last two centuries, Maine shipyards pro- 
duced ships thought to be the largest yet built, or the 
largest afloat at the time. Many historians associated with 
the Museum strongly believe that certain Maine-built ves- 
sels (the six-mast schooner Wyoming, the four-mast bark 
Roanoke) were the largest wooden ships ever built, or the 
largest built in this country. 

We are aware, however, of other claims, ranging from the 
mythical Noah’s Ark and the perhaps semi-mythical Chinese 
fleet of 1421 to the Canadian timber ships of 1824-1825, 
British warships, a Great Lakes barge, a French warship, and 
others. There is a Massachusetts ship, Great Republic, which 
is often thought to be a competitor. The debate is a rats’ 
nest of changing measurement rules, odd comparisons 
between naval and merchant vessels, local pride and lan- 
guage interpretation (how long is a cubit, exactly?). And yet 
there has never been a real debate — only scholars and other 
authors holding forth in books and professional journals. 

We propose to have a debate in the context of also pre- 
senting information on the economics and technology of 
large vessels in general, and taking a look at how the urge 
to build large wooden ships transformed into the building 
of even larger steel ships, right up to the present day. This 
subject is a vital yet often-ignored part of modern life, as 
huge amounts of the world’s goods are transported by 
water, ever-larger tankers and container ships are built, and 
economic and environmental pressures cause shipping lines 
to change hull designs, lower vessel speeds, and lay up ships 
to wait for better times. Here in Maine, where we still train 
young people to go to sea at Maine Maritime Academy, 
cultural traditions and economic history meet the changing 
modern world. 

Maine Maritime Museum will hold a one-day sympo- 
sium, tentatively titled “Big Ship Smack-Down: Who's Got 
the Biggest?” investigating the history of building and oper- 
ating the largest vessels in the world from ancient times to 
the present, with panels focusing separately on wooden 
ships, steel ships, and present-day vessels. Debaters will 


advocate for vessels competing for the title of the largest 


wooden ship ever built, with active participation, including 
voting, from attendees. Speakers will discuss unusually large 
vessels built throughout history (both of wood and 
iron/steel), the yards that built them, the technological 
advances that made them possible, and the economics that 
made them succeed or fail. Topics covered will come right 
up to the present, and will include information about Bath 
Iron Works, a near neighbor of the Museum and present- 
day shipbuilder. Active participation of attendees will be 
encouraged: they will be asked to vote on the largest wood- 
en ship ever built at the beginning of the program and again 
after the panel discussion of those vessels. There will be 
ample time for discussion and results of the voting will be 
announced before the end of the day. 

The Symposium will begin in the morning of Saturday, 
April 10, 2010, in Maine Maritime Museum's Long Reach 
Hall. Attendees will be served lunch, and presentations will 
continue until the end of the afternoon. There will be a 
break for supper, and the Symposium will then reconvene 
for a reception and an evening program. The program will 
be video-recorded. 

This Symposium will be the Museum's 38th annual 
Symposium on maritime history. Please be assured that, 
while some speakers may engage in advocacy (for individ- 
ual vessels), none is intended by Maine Maritime Museum, 
nor will there be any discrimination against persons or 
groups from Massachusetts or other foreign places. 

As this is being written, there are still many open slots for 
speakers, so please volunteer yourself if it seems appropriate.
